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What Wheat Referendum? 


A year ago this spring f a r m e r s 


throughout the nation voted in a referen- 
dum about wheat price supports. Would 
they accept more stringent quantity con- 
trols in exchange for a higher guaranteed 
price per bushel? Or did they prefer to 
take a chance on the price and do without 
the new controls? 


The wheat fanners decisively voted 


that they wanted no tighter controls in 
spite of an active campaign in favor of 
the controls by Secretary of Agriculture 
Orviile Freeman ana others in his depart- 
ment. President Kennedy then indicated 
that since the farmers were willing to risk 
lower prices certainly the government 
would not interfere. 


But this winter the Senate passed a 


farm bill which is now before the House 
of Representatives. The bill bypasses th* 
wheat referendum as if it had never taken 
placE- 
The new bill involves "voluntary" regu- 


lations. The wheat farmer doesn't have to 
agree to the rigid controls over how much 
wheat he offers for sale. But if he doesn't 
sign up, he'll have to sell his wheat for 
about 70 cents a bushel less than his 
neighbor who accepts the controls. This 
is perfectly reasonable except that it 
makes a complete mockery of the refer- 
endum last spring. 


The new farm bill also indicates quite 


thoroughly which way the government is 
going in the whole complicated farm pro- 
gram. As Congressman 
John Byrnes 


points out in his news letter, the high 
price supports for cotton raised in this 
country prices the product out of the 
world "market. So. as in the past, cotton 
exporters are given a subsidy so they can 
sell American cotton at the lower world 
price. But that means that American tex- 
tile plants have to pay more for American 
cotton than do foreign textile manufac- 
turers. 


So the new bill adds another subsidy 


to the American textile mills so they can 
buy the American cotton at the world 
market price and compete- fairly with th« 
foreign textile mills. The ultimate subsidy 
looms on the horizon if this program con- 
tinues to expand. Soon surely there will 
have to be a subsidy to every American 
consumer so he can afford to buy the 
higher priced products as well as pay the 
taxes to pay the subsidies. That would be 
the final ridiculous result of piling sub- 
sidy upon subsidy. 


The farm problem has never been easy 


to solve in part because the various farm 
groups have not agreed upon solutions 
and instead are split in all directions. 
Withdrawing subsidies overnight would be 
disastrous to the American fanner and in- 
directly to the American economy. Any 
cutting back upon guaranteed prices must 
be gradual and in keeping with our trade 
restrictions and supply and demand at 
home and abroad. Some amount of price 
support in connection with controls will 
probably always be necessary since we 
maintain s far higher standard of living 
than do the people of many other nations. 


But a good starting point to a modifica- 


tion of the farm support program would 
have been in wheat where the wheat fann- 
ers themselves expressed approval of a 
trend toward a freer market. Who cried 
to Congress so loudly that the bill was 
changed? The wheat farmers who wanted 
controls and supports but who were out- 
voted last spring? 
Congressmen

heavy wheat states or those who want to 
exchange the farm program vote for some- 
thing of importance in their own constitu- 
encies? 


Or was it the Department of Agricul- 


ture employing that paternalism which 
grows with government and which ignores 
what the people want but gives them what 
it thinks they ought to have instead?
